SIC.) 

v&. Last week's critical shortage of instructors for out-of-hours French 
and Spanish has been relieved by location of adequate instructors for the 
four French and two Spanish courses now scheduled to begin on 24 June. I un- 
derstand that numerous applicants, when informed of our readiness to start 
classes for which they have applied, are withdrawing or asking that their en- 
rollment be deferred till autumn.
